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To all whom it may concern: 

Be it known that I, Kurt Wandel, a citizen of 
the United States, residing at New York city, in 
the county and State of New York, have invented 
a new, original, and ornamental Design for a 
Combined Carton and Towel Display, of which 
the following is a specification, reference being 
had to the accompanying drawing, forming part 
thereof. 

The drawing is a view in perspective of a com- 
bined carton and towel display embodying my 


new design. The shading on the carton and also 
on the towels therein indicates different tones, 
shades or colors. The back of the carton is un- 
broken, there being no opening therein. 
I claim: 

The ornamental design for a combined car- 
ton and towel display substantially as shown and 
described.
